“ These orders m ust not he listless 
or purposeless,” ho continued. They 
m ust live up to their teat flings. L oy­ 
alty to the governm ent is essential 
and it does not perm it of p a te rn a l­ 
ism of radicalism such as has shown 
itself in the last decade. 
“ It is the obligation 
of 
every 
American to strike out straig h t from 
the shoulder when he sees anything 
is detrim ental to the people. We are 
going 
to seed on class legislation. 
The 
laws in the la st decade have 
tended to extend privileges to c e r­ 
tain classes to the detrim ent of all 
the people. 
Such legislation is un- 
American and foreign to o u r ideals 
o f governm ent.” 
The speaker asserted 
the 
m ost 
cow ardly act of congress w as the 
passage of the A dam son law “ while 
a few thousand men stood outside 
and held the watch on the senate 
with the threat to tie up the tra n s ­ 
portation of the country. 
“ It w as the blackest day of 
our 
history,” lie asserted, 
“ because 
it 
acknowledged t he* im potency of 
our 
government and recognized the rights 
of one class over the rights of one 
hundred and ten million G od-fearing, 
flag-ioving citizens. W e have to love 
o u r country to save her. We ca n ’t do 
it with the arm y or navy. Men can 
not save her with their legs, their 
heads or their arm s. 
It m ust be in 
their hearts. 
We m u st have more 
flag waving in the h eart and less in 
the hand.” 
In closing, Mr. B a rn a rd discussed 
the arm s eonferenee briefly, a s s e rt­ 
ing th a t he would “ not give a cent 
for 
steel 
disarm am ent 
without 
m oral disarm am ent.”
